Ariz. Gov. Drewer 
wants separating 
fence completed

WASHINGTON - Facing off over illegal immigration, Arizona 
Gov. Jan Brewer told President Barack Obama that Americans 
“want our border secured” and called Thursday for completion 
of a separating fence. Obama underscored his objections that 
the tough immigration law she signed is discriminatory. 
Meeting in the Oval Office, Obama said Arizona’s law and 
similar efforts by more than 20 states would interfere with 
the federal government’s responsibility to set and enforce 
immigration policy. 

Neither side appeared to give ground on the contentious issue 
although both talked about seeking a bipartisan solution. 
Obama urged her to “be his partner” in working toward 
a comprehensive overhaul of the nation’s badly fractured 
immigration system. Brewer told The Associated Press 
afterward that she told Obama her state is not ready for the 
comprehensive solution he favors.

CHICAGO (AP) — Like a 
candidate still running for 
office, a smiling and jovial Rod 
Blagoj evich waded into the crowd 
— making upbeat statements, 
hugging and shaking hands with 
supporters holding signs. He’s 
not on a ballot anymore, though, 
and the only voters that matter 
are the 12 people who will be 


chosen from the potential jurors 
being questioned Thursday. They 
will decide if the former Illinois 
governor tried to sell President 
Barack Obama’s former Senate 
seat and leverage his power into 
a moneymaking enterprise. 

Since being ousted from office, 
Blagojevich has pleaded his 
innocence to the public on radio, 
in comedy shows and in a book, 
often playing the lovable goof

METAIRIE, Louisiana (AP) — 
BP sliced off a pipe with giant 
shears in the latest bid to curtail 
the worst spill in U.S. history, but 
the cut was jagged and placing a 
cap over the gusher will now be 
more challenging. 

The inverted funnel-like cap, 
which is slightly wider than the 
severed pipe, will be placed over 
the spewing oil. A rubber seal on 
the inside will attempt to keep oil 
from escaping, though engineers 
acknowledge some crude will 
still come out. 

“WeTl have to see when we get 
the containment cap on it just 
how effective it is,” said Coast 
Guard Adm. Thad Allen, the 
government’s point man for the 
disaster. 

BP PLC turned to the giant 
shears after a diamond-tipped 
saw became stuck in the pipe 
halfway through the job, yet 
another frustrating delay in the 
six-week-old spill. The cap could 
be set over the gusher as early as 
Thursday night. 

If the cap can be put on 
successfully, BP will siphon the 
oil and gas to a tanker on the 
surface. 


“It’s an important milestone, 
and in some sense, it’s just 
the beginning,” BP CEO Tony 
Hayward said. 

This latest attempt is risky 
because slicing away the section 
of the 20-inch-wide riser removed 
a kink in the pipe, and could 


temporarily increase the flow of 
oil by as much as 20 percent. 

Live video footage showed oil 
spewing unimpeded from the 
top of the blowout preventer, but 
Allen said it was unclear whether 
the flow had increased. 

“I don’t think we’ll know until 


the containment cap is seated on 
there,” he said. “We’ll have to 
wait and see.” 

Crews will also use methanol to 
try to prevent icy-like crystals 
from forming on the inside of 
the cap. At this depth a mile 
underwater, the near-freezing 


temperatures can cause a buildup 
up of hydrates, which foiled the 
company’s attempt to place a 
100-ton, four-story dome over 
the leak about a month ago. 

The Deepwater Horizon rig, 
about 50 miles off the coast of 
Louisiana, exploded on April 
20, killing 11 workers. An 
estimated 500,000 gallons to 1 
million gallons of crude has been 
spewing into the Gulf daily, and 
the company has failed so far to 
plug the busted well. 

The damage to the environment 
was chilling on East Grand 
Terre Island along the Louisiana 
coast, where workers found 
birds coated in thick, black goo. 
Images shot by an Associated 
Press photographer show Brown 
pelicans drenched in thick oil, 
struggling and flailing in the surf 
Anywhere between 21 million 
gallons and 46 million gallons 
of oil has spewed into the 
Gulf, according to government 
estimates. 

BP’s Hayward promised 
Thursday that the company 
would clean up every drop of oil 
and “restore the shoreline to its 
original state.” 

“BP will be here for a very long 
time. We realize this is just the 
beginning,” he said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The Obama administration 
is blocking all new offshore 
drilling in the Gulf of Mexico, 
a day after regulators approved 
a new permit for drilling in 
shallow water. 

An e-mail Thursday from 
the Gulf Coast office of the 
Minerals Management Service 
says that “until further notice” 
no new drilling is being allowed 
in the Gulf, no matter the water 
depth. A copy of the e-mail was 
obtained by The Associated 
Press. 

The announcement comes a 
day after the minerals agency, 
which oversees offshore 
drilling, granted a new drilling 
permit for a site about 50 
miles off the Louisiana coast, 
115 feet feet below the ocean 
surface. Environmental groups 
accused the administration 
of misleading the public by 
allowing work to resume in 
waters up to 500 feet deep while 
maintaining a moratorium on 
deepwater drilling. 


Kendra Barkoff, a 
spokeswoman for Interior 
Secretary Ken Salazar, denied 
that the administration was 
placing a hold on shallow- 
water drilling. 

“There is a six-month 
moratorium on deepwater 
drilling,” Barkoff said in an 
e-mail Thursday. “Shallow- 
water drilling may continue as 
long as oil and gas operations 
satisfy the environmental and 
safety requirements Secretary 
Salazar outlined in his report 
to the president and have 
exploration plans that meet 
those requirements. There is no 
moratorium on shallow water 
drilling.” 

Bob Abbey, the acting director 
of the Minerals Management 
Service, announced further 
restrictions for offshore drilling 
on Wednesday night. 

Abbey, who took over the 
minerals agency last week 
after the forced resignation of 
its previous director Elizabeth 
Bimbaum, said operators will 
be required to submit additional 
information about potential 


risks and safety considerations 
before being allowed to drill. 
The rule applies even to those 
plans that have already been 
approved or received a waiver 
exempting them from detailed 
environmental scrutiny. Abbey 
said. 

The new information must be 
submitted before any drilling of 


new wells begins. Abbey said, 
adding that the rule should ensure 
that tighter safety standards and 
better consideration of risks are 
incorporated into drilling plans. 
The administration will establish 
separate requirements for 
deep water and shallow water 
exploration. Abbey said. 

In a recent letter. Gulf Coast 


senators urged President Barack 
Obama to allow shallow-water 
drilling to continue, arguing that 
it is far safer than deepwater 
exploration. The senators said 
shutting down the roughly 60 
shallow-water rigs in the Gulf 
could cost some $135 million 
in revenues and affect at least 
5,000 jobs.

“I said we need to have the fence 
completed, have more troops on 
the border and more resources” 
for aerial surveillance, she said. 
Thursday’s unusual meeting 
between the president and the 
governor was a byproduct of 
Brewer’s decision to sign a 
first-in-the-nation law requiring 
police enforcing other laws to 
check immigration status if 
they suspect someone is in the 
country illegally. The law also 
makes being in the U.S. illegally 
a state crime. Brewer sought the 
meeting and the White House 
accepted. 

Emerging from the half-hour 
session. Brewer said Obama had 
assured her that the majority of 
the 1,200 National Guard troops 
he is sending to the U.S.-Mexico 
border would be going to her 
state. 

Brewer said she and Obama, at 
odds over how to control illegal 
immigration, also agreed to try 
to work together on solutions. 
She said White House staff 
would visit Arizona in a couple 
of weeks to continue the “very 
cordial discussion” she had with 
the president. 

“I believe the people of Arizona, 
the people of America, want our 
border secured,” Brewer said. 
Outside the White House, 
hundreds of protesters, as 
unhappy with the law as they 
are with Obama’s inability to 
overhaul a system he and others 
say is broken, noisily greeted 
the Republican governor as she 
arrived for the meeting. 

Nearly 200 people walked in 
a circle on the pedestrian-only 
portion of Pennsylvania Avenue 
in front of the White House — 
holding signs, chanting “Jan 
Brewer, shame on you!” beating 
drums and, in the case of one 


man, strumming a guitar. 

The Arizona law is scheduled to 
take effect July 29, unless it is 
blocked by a court under pending 
legal challenges. Obama’s Justice 
Department also is reviewing 
the law for possible civil rights 
violations, with an eye toward a 
possible court challenge. Obama 
would not discuss any possible 
Justice Department action in the 
meeting. Brewer said. 

Brewer has said she signed 
the law because she believes 
Washington had failed to do its 
part to protect the U.S.-Mexico 
border. 

Obama said Thursday in an 
interview that he understands 
the frustration in Arizona over 
the influx of illegal immigrants 
from Mexico but that Arizona’s 
law is the wrong way to go about 
solving the problem. 

“I think this puts American 
citizens, who ... are Hispanic, 
potentially in an unfair situation,” 
he told CNN’s Larry King. 
Obama has been more outspoken 
on the issue recently. He has 
restated his desire to fix the 
system in a way that would 
tighten access to the border, help 
millions of illegal immigrants 
become U.S. citizens and 
crack down on employers who 
knowingly hire them. But he 
also has reminded advocates that 
Democrats only have 59 votes 
in the Senate — one short of 
the number needed to overcome 
GOP stalling tactics. 

Some Republicans, including 
Brewer and Arizona Sens. Jon 
Kyi and John McCain, want 
tighter border controls first. 
Obama has met with Republican 
senators and telephoned some 
privately, but Democrats 
have been unable to get any 
Republicans to help write an 
immigration reform bill. Some 
Democrats also oppose taking up 
immigration reform this election 


year, and the legislative calendar 
is closing. 

While lawmakers and border- 
state governors say more federal 
troops are needed to fight 
rising violence in their states, 
government data obtained by 
The Associated Press show it 
actually isn’t so dangerous down 
there after all. 

The top four big U.S. cities with 
the lowest violent crime rates — 
San Diego, Phoenix, El Paso and 
Austin — are in border states, 
according to a new FBI report. 
And an internal Customs and 
Border Protection report shows 
its agents face far less danger 
than street cops in most U.S. 
cities. 

Brewer said in a televised 
interview last weekend: “We 
are out here on the battlefield 
getting the impact of all this 
illegal immigration, and all 
the crime that comes with it.” 
But FBI crime reports for 2009 
says violent crime in Arizona 


declined. And violent crimes in 
Southwest border counties are 
among the lowest in the nation 


per capita — they’ve dropped by 
more than 30 percent in the last 
two decades.

White House defends dealmaking in political races

WASHINGTON - The White 
House scrambled Thursday 
to explain new revelations of 
political dealmaking, defending 
attempts to steer state primary 
races but saying the president 
was unaware an aide had urged 
a Colorado Democrat to seek a 
federal job rather than run. 

With Republicans denouncing 
“Chicago-style politics” and 
accusing President Barack 
Obama of breaking his clean- 
politics promises, White House 
aides mustered a multi-pronged 
response. The White House has 


the right to try to avoid messy 
Democratic primaries, they said, 
but Obama leaves the details to 
underlings. They also offered 
more information about the 
Colorado Senate matter after 
being accused of trying to hush a 
similar Pennsylvania episode that 
broke wider open last week. 
Presidents, as leaders of their 
parties, “have long had an interest 
in ensuring that supporters didn’t 
run against each other in contested 
elections,” press secretary Robert 
Gibbs said. But when it comes 
to personally persuading a 
candidate to step aside, he said, 
Obama “is not aware of the 
individual circumstances.” 


Political insiders say it’s naive 
to think that presidents and 
other top officials of both parties 
don’t sometimes try to help 
the strongest candidates win 
nominations with a minimum of 
cost and trouble. Nonetheless, 
even Obama supporters agree 
that the latest revelations could 
dent his claims to run a more 
transparent government and his 
ability to focus on issues such 
as the Gulf oil spill and the 
economy. 

The episodes also fuel 
growing public resentment of 
Washington-centered, top-down 
politics. Voters in several states 
have rejected establishment 
candidates from both parties this 
year, nominating insurgents with 
grass-roots pedigrees. 

For the second time in a week, the 
White House acknowledged that 
a top Obama associate had urged 
a potential Democratic Senate 
candidate to accept a federal 
position rather than challenge the 
president’s preferred nominee. 
The first case involved an 
unsuccessful bid to the clear the 
Pennsylvania primary path for 
Republican-turned-Democratic 
Sen. Arlen Specter. The White 
House acknowledged last Friday 
that it had turned to former 
President Bill Clinton to urge 
Rep. Joe Sestak to stay in the 
House and accept an unpaid 
presidential advisory post rather 
than challenge Specter. 

Sestak declined, and defeated 
Specter in last month’s Senate 
primary. 

The White House acknowledged 
Thursday that it had contacted 
former Colorado House Speaker 
Andrew Romanoff about possible 
administration jobs in hopes that 
he would not challenge Sen. 
Michael Bennet in the state’s 
Aug. 10 Senate primary. 

Both the White House and 
Romanoff said there was no job 
offer, and Romanoff remains in 
the race. 

Gibbs said Romanoff had applied 
for a position at the U.S. Agency 
for International Development 
during the transition period 
before Obama took office in 
January 2009. 

White House deputy chief of staff 


Jim Messina “called and e-mailed 
Romanoff last September to see 
if he was still interested in a 
position at USAID, or if, as had 
been reported, he was running for 
the U.S. Senate. Months earlier, 
the president had endorsed Sen. 
Michael Bennet for the Colorado 
seat, and Messina wanted to 
determine if it was possible to 
avoid a costly battle between two 
supporters,” Gibbs said. 
Romanoff said he was committed 
to the Senate race and was “no 
longer interested in working for 
the administration, and that ended 
the discussion,” Gibbs said. 
While hardly a full-blown 
scandal, the Romanoff and Sestak 
matters are irksome and ill- 
timed for Obama. More insight 
into the White House’s political 
practices — possibly stemming 
from government-intercepted 
phone calls — may come to 
light as former Illinois Gov. Rod 
Blagojevich, a Democrat, goes 
on trial in Chicago. He is accused 
of scheming to profit from his 
ability to fill Obama’s old Senate 
seat, and some of the president’s 
top advisers from Chicago have 


been subpoenaed. 

The Sestak and Romanoff 
episodes also force the White 
House to seek sympathetic 
explanations from politicians 
it has opposed. And it gives 
Republicans an easy opening to 
chide Obama about his campaign 
pledges to rise above old-style, 
backroom political dealmaking. 
“Just how deep does the Obama 
White House’s effort to invoke 
Chicago-style politics for the 
purpose of manipulating elections 
really go?” said Rep. Darrell Issa 
of California, the top Republican 
on the House Oversight and 
Government Reform Committee. 
Offering politicians attractive 
alternatives to an election bid 
is hardly new. Obama himself 
engaged in it, with little fuss, 
when he named then-Utah 
Gov. and potential GOP 2012 
presidential rival Jon Huntsman 
as ambassador to China. 

Bennet, who was appointed to 
the Colorado Senate seat that he’s 
now trying to win in this year’s 
elections, kept his distance from 
the White House contacts with 
Romanoff.

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SC police: Black man shot to death, body dragged

NEWBERRY, South Carolina (AP) — Two 
men who worked at a South Carolina poultry 
processing plant had spent most of the day 
together Tuesday, hanging out late into the 
evening, maybe rehashing their long shifts. 
By the next morning, one of the men — who 
was black — was dead, shot to death and 
then dragged behind a pickup truck for more 
than 10 miles (16 kilometers) down a country 
road. The other — a white man — was in jail, 
charged with murder, and authorities were 
investigating the death as a possible hate 
crime. 

“We’ve not been able to rule that out,” Reggie 
Lloyd, chief of the State Law Enforcement 
Division, said Thursday. “You have to chase 
that down, as an angle of this.” 

The FBI has been working with Lloyd’s 
agency to sort out what led up to the shooting 
death of Anthony Hill, 30. South Carolina 
has no state hate crime statute, and federal 
authorities have not decided if they will take 
over the case. 

The body of the former South Carolina 
National Guard firefighter was found around 
4:30 a.m. Wednesday onU.S. Highway 176 in 
Newberry, a town of about 11,000 in central 


South Carolina. 

Killed by a gunshot wound to the head, 
authorities said Hill’s body was tied to a 
pickup truck with nylon rope and dragged 
until it snapped, leaving his body in the 
roadway. 

Tracing the bloody trail left by Hill’s body, 
deputies were led to the home of Hill’s 
19-year-old co-worker, Gregory Collins. For 
several hours, Collins refused to come out of 
his mobile home, surrendering only after state 
police agents fired tear gas inside, Newberry 
County Sheriff Lee Foster said. 

Collins was not armed when he was arrested, 
but Foster said he had an empty pistol holster 
on his side. No bond was set for Collins, who 
has been charged with murder and had his first 
court appearance Thursday, said Newberry 
County Magistrate Ron Halfacre. 

Hill and Collins worked together at a Louis 
Rich chicken processing plant in Newberry 
County, authorities said. Neither man had a 
serious criminal record, and Lloyd says his 
agents are still running down a number of 
leads to find out how long the men knew each 
other, if they argued before the shooting, or if 
they had been drinking or using drugs. 
“Everything else right now is really just 


rumors,” Lloyd said. 

Collins’ mobile home is tucked in a rural, 
wooded area near Interstate 26, far from the 
center of this quaint city known for its opera 
house and historic downtown. 

On Thursday, a foot-wide dark stain was 
visible in the right hand lane of the asphalt 
roadway, a mark authorities planned to wash 
away later in the afternoon. 

One of Collins’ neighbors described him as 
a quiet man who was up early for work each 
day. 

“He was like a loner, a quiet kind of person,” 
Dakota Dye, 19, said Thursday, standing 
outside her mobile home two lots down from 
Collins’ property. “I kept to our business, and 
he kept to his.” 

Standing outside the home she shared with 
her son in Winnsboro, about 40 miles (64 
kilometers) from Newberry, Hill’s mother 
said Thursday she has a hard time believing 
that her son would be the victim of a hate 
crime. 

“I just don’t know how it goes between the 
races,” said Mattie Smith, 48, standing outside 
her home as friends and neighbors came by 
to comfort her. “Anthony has always been a 
laid-back, very mannerable young man.”

For one reality show, his 
wife went in his stead — 
making an impression on 
one potential juror, who told 
the judge she had seen Patti 
Blagojevich on TV eating a 
bug. 

Blagojevich himself was 
“on some kind of reality 
show, too,” she said. But the 
judge clearly tried to steer 
clear of political opinions. 
Some 18 months after FBI 
agents arrested him at his 
home at dawn, Blagojevich 
arrived at federal court, 
holding hands with Patti. 
He stepped into a gantlet of 
about 30 waiting cameras 
and reporters outside the 
courthouse. Of no more than 
10 bystanders, three or four 
were vocal supporters. 

“I feel great,” said 
Blagojevich, who denies 
any wrongdoing. “The truth 
shall set you free,” he told 
one well-wisher as he shook 
the man’s hand. 

In the courtroom, he took his 
place at a separate defense 
table from his brother and 
co-defendant, and sat with 
his attorneys to size up a 
pool of potential jurors for 
his corruption trial.

included a math teacher, an ex-

BERLIN (AP) — Germany’s 
government on Thursday 
nominated the 50-year-old 
governor of Lower Saxony 
for the nation’s presidency, 
days after the previous head 
of state’s suprise resignation. 
Chancellor Angela Merkel 
tapped Christian Wulff as her 
party’s candidate to replace 
President Horst Koehler, 
who stepped down Monday 
after appearing to link 
military deployments abroad 
with the country’s econo m ic 
interests. 

Standing next to a smiling 
Wulff at a press conference 
at the Reichstag parliament 
building in Berlin, Merkel 


said he would make “a 
wonderful future president.” 
“I’m happy that he is willing 
to go this way with the 
people during these difficult 
times, during a big global 
financial crisis, when the 
future of Europe is at stake,” 
Merkel said. 

Wulff is a deputy leader 
of Merkel’s conservative 
Christian Democrats and is 
widely expected to be elected 
June 30 by an assembly 
of 1,244 state and federal 
lawmakers, where Merkel’s 
coalition has a majority. The 
opposition Social Democrats 
and Green Party said they 
would nominate a candidate 
Friday. 

The German president has a 


largely ceremonial job, but 
traditionally functions as the 
nation’s moral voice. 

After the announcement of his 
nomination, Wulff thanked 
Merkel and her government 
coalition partners for their 
confidence in him and 
called the presidency “a big 
challenge that requires great 
responsibility.” 

Wulff said he was looking 
forward to his new job and 
that he wants to reassure 
Germans and bring 
“optimism to the office 
during these difficult times.” 
Wulff, 50, has been governor 
of Lower Saxony — a region 
of some 8 million people 
that occupies a large swath 
of Germany’s northwest —

since 2003. 

A trained lawyer and career 
politician with a clean-cut, 
inoffensive image, Wulff 
lost state elections in 1994 
and 1998 to center-left 
rival Gerhard Schroeder, 
who went on to become 
chancellor. 

One of a generation of 
conservative politicians who 
rose to influence after the 
party lost power nationally 
in 1998, he won on the third 
attempt. 

He was long considered a 
potential rival to Merkel as 
party leader, but has talked 
down his chances of ever 
becoming chancellor in 
2008, when he said that “I 
lack the absolute will to 
power and the readiness to 
subordinate everything to it.” 
Wulff is married and has two 
children. Koehler stepped 
down over what he said was 
unduly harsh criticism over 
comments on the sensitive 


issue of German military’s 
role in the world. In an 
interview, he argued that for 
a country with Germany’s 
dependency on exports, 
military deployments could 
be “necessary ... in order 
to defend our interests, for 
example free trade routes.” 
That was taken by many 
as relating to Germany’s 
unpopular mission in 
Afghanistan, although his 
office later said he was 
referring to anti-piracy 
patrols off the coast of 
Somalia. 

Merkel had declined to

TOKYO (AP) — Japan’s 
Cabinet resigned en masse 
Friday to clear the way for 
a ruling party vote to select 
a successor to former Prime 
Minister Yukio Hatoyama, 
who resigned two days earlier. 
Members of the Democratic 
Party of Japan will meet later 
Friday morning to pick a new 
party chief, who will almost 
certainly be installed as prime 
minister because the ruling 
party controls a majority in the 
more powerful lower house of 
parliament. 

Former Finance Minister 
Naoto Kan, a straight- 
talker with activist roots, is 
widely expected to succeed 
Hatoyama, who quit amid 
plunging approval ratings 
and public disappointment 
over his broken campaign 
promises. 

The other candidate is little- 
known Shinji Tarutoko, 
chairman of the party’s 
environmental committee, 
who has the backing of some 
younger party members and 
the largest faction led by 
the party’s No. 2, who also 
stepped down Wednesday. 
Whoever wins the top job will 
face daunting choices in how 
to lead the world’s second- 
largest economy, which is 
burdened with massive public 
debt, a sluggish economy 


and an aging, shrinking 
population. 

He also must quickly revive 
his party’s tarnished image 
before upper house elections 
are held next month. The vote 
is seen as a referendum on the 
Democrats’ short rule since 
they defeated the long-ruling 
conservatives in lower house 
elections last August, and the 
party’s prospects look rather 
bleak. 

Kan, 63, may be the DPJ’s 
best hope for restoring 
confidence in its ability to 
govern and delivering a viable 
roadmap for the future. He is 
everything Hatoyama was not 
— decisive, outspoken and 
a grass-roots populist with 
common roots. Unlike recent 
prime ministers, he was not 
bom into an elite political 
family. 

Kan gained popularity in 
1996 as health minister when 
he exposed a government 
cover-up of HIV-tainted 
blood products that caused 
thousands of hemophilia 
patients to contract the vims 
that causes AIDS. During an 
E-coli outbreak that hit sprout 
growers hard, he appeared 
on national television and ate 
sprouts to dispel mmors that 
they were unsafe. 

Kan, along with Hatoyama, 
was one of several original 


members to launch the party 
that became the DPJ in 
September 1996 in a merger 
with several other small 
parties. 

Known for speaking his mind, 
Kan was the first official to 
declare deflation in Japan last 
year and has been critical of 
the Bank of Japan for not doing 
enough to fight deflation. 
Foreign Minister Katsuya 
Okada and Transport Minister 
Seiji Maehara had been 
considered contenders for the 


party leadership, but they both 
announced support for Kan 
instead. 

After the DPJ selects its new 
leader, the parliament’s two 
chambers will vote Friday 
afternoon to install the new 
prime minister. His new 
Cabinet could be named later 
Friday. 

The Democrats are hoping 
that Wednesday’s resignation 
of Hatoyama and No. 2 Ichiro 
Ozawa — seen by many as the 
party’s powerbroker — will 


give it a fresh face for July’s 
elections. Both men had been 
ensnared in political funding 
scandals. 

A poor performance in the 
upper house elections, where 
half the seats are up for 
grabs, would not threaten the 
Democrats’ grip on power 
because they command a 
large lower-house majority. 
But heavy losses would likely 
force the party to woo new 
coalition partners to ensure 
smoother passage of bills. 
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Bangladesh fire kills up to 77, injures dozens

DHAKA, Bangladesh (AP) — A devastating fire raeed through 
several apartment eomplexes in the Bangladeshi eapital, killing 
as many as 77 people and injuring dozens, offieials and loeal 
media reported. 

Fire offieial Nazrul Islam said the blaze started when an eleetrie 
transformer exploded late Thursday, igniting a three-story 
apartment building in the Najirabazar area of old Dhaka. He 
said “many bodies” had been reeovered, but would not speeify 
the number. 

“It has eaused a huge devastation, we are trying to talk to our 
offieials at the scene to have an exaet figure and details of the 
incident,” he told The Assoeiated Press by phone early Friday. 
Loeal TV station Bangla Vision reported at least 77 deaths, 
while another station ATN Bangla reported at least 76 died in 
the fire. 

Islam said several injured people were taken to the state-run 
Dhaka Medical College Hospital in critical condition. 

He said the firefighters had the blaze under eontrol and the 
rescue operation was continuing. 

Bangla Vision quoted unnamed fire offieials as saying the fire 
had spread to at least 20 apartment eomplexes. 

TV footage showed the firefighters and residents were carrying 
injured by trieycle riekshaws to hospitals while many relatives 
of the victims were wailing. 

Bangla Vision said the reseue effort was being hampered since 
the area is erammed with buildings and roads are narrow.

ISTANBUL (AP) — Thousands 
of mourners hailed activists killed 
in an Israeli commando mission 
as martyrs, hoisting their coffins 
to cheers of “God is great,” while 
Turkish leaders said Israel had 
jeopardized its relationship with 
its closest Muslim ally despite 
meeting Ankara’s demand to 
release the hundreds captured in 
the raid. 

The father of the youngest of the 
nine activists killed — 19-year- 
old high school student Furkan 
Dogan, who had dual U.S.- 
Turkish citizenship — praised 
his son Thursday for dying in a 
just cause. 

Ahmet Dogan told the state- 
run Anatolia news agency he 
identified his boy in the morgue 
and he had been shot through 
the forehead. Still, he said, the 
family was not sad because they 
believed Furkan had died with 
honor. 

“I feel my son has been blessed 
with heaven,” he said. “I am 
hoping to be a father worthy of 
my son.” 

Dogan, who was bom in Troy, 
New York, but moved to Turkey 
when he was two, was to be 
buried in his family’s hometown 
of Kayseri in central Turkey 
on Friday. He was one of eight 
activists mourned at the massive 
funeral in Istanbul, which came 
as Israel rejected demands for an 
international panel to investigate 
its deadly takeover Monday of six 
aid ships trying to break Israel’s 
three-year blockade of the Gaza 
Strip. Israeli Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu has hotly 
rejected calls to lift the blockade 
on Hamas-mled Gaza, insisting it 
prevents missile attacks on Israel. 
The incident has increased 
tensions in the Mideast, especially 
with Turkey, an important ally 
of Israel. On Thursday, Prime 
Minister Recep Tayyip Erdogan 
called Israel’s actions “a historic 
mistake.” 

“Israel risks losing its most 
important friend in the region if 
it doesn’t change its mentality,” 
he said, adding later that “from 
now on we will not bow to this 
bullying.” 

President Abdullah Gul said 
Israel committed “one of the 
biggest mistakes ever in its 
history.” 

“Turkey will never forget this 
attack,” Gul said. “The relations 
between Israel and Turkey will 
never be the same again.” 

At Thursday’s funeral, 10,000 
people prayed outside Istanbul’s 
Fatih mosque before eight 


Turkish and Palestinian flag- 
draped coffins lined up in a row. 
Seven Turks and American- 
Turkish dual citizen were 
honored, ranging in age Dogan, 
at 19, to over 60. A ninth victim, 
a Turkish man, was having a 
separate service on Friday. 

“Let them do what they want, 
we know how to be martyrs 
for Palestine and Jerusalem, 
and that’s what we became,” 
said Bulent Yildirim, the head 
of the Islamic charity group 
IHH, which organized the Gaza 
flotilla, before mourners carried 
the coffins through the crowd to 
cars to be taken for burial. 

“The whole world supports us,” 
he told the crowd. “We will shake 
the foundations of Zionism.” 
Before dawn Thursday, 
thousands of people had flooded 
Istanbul’s main Taksim Square 
to welcome home hundreds of 
pro-Palestinian activists from 
the aid boats who had expelled. 
Israel, which has faced strong 
international criticism for the 
botched military operation, 
decided not to prosecute the 
activists in an effort to limit 
diplomatic outrage. 

In all, 466 activists, including 
more than 50 foreigners, arrived 
in Istanbul early Thursday, along 
with Turkey’s ambassador to 
Israel, Oguz Celikkol. 

Israel maintains the commandos 
opened fire as a last resort after 
they were attacked, and released 
a video showing soldiers in 
riot gear descending from a 
helicopter into a crowd of men 
with clubs. Three or four activists 
overpowered each soldier as he 
landed. 

Israeli officials have insisted that 
their military is investigating the 
raid already and the country is 
capable of conducting a credible 
review. 

“It is our standard practice after 
military operations, especially 
operations in which there have 
been fatalities, to conduct a 
prompt, professional, transparent 
and objective investigation in 
accordance with the highest 
international standards,” Israeli 
government spokesman Mark 
Regev said. 

Israeli Foreign Minister Avigdor 
Lieberman, however, suggested 
that international observers 
could possibly be attached to an 
internal Israeli probe. 

Returning activists admitted 
fighting with the Israelis but 
insisted their actions were in self 
defense because the ships were 
being boarded in international 
waters by a military force. 

“We first thought they were 
trying to scare us,” Yildirim said. 


following his deportation from 
Israel. “When we started morning 
prayers, they began attacking 
from everywhere, from the boats, 
from the helicopters. Our friends 
only performed civil resistance.” 
Yildirim said the activists fought 
the Israeli commandos with chairs 
and sticks and seized weapons 
from some Israeli soldiers, but 
threw them into the sea. 

Israel says two of the seven 
soldiers wounded were shot with 
guns that had been wrested from 
them, while a third was stabbed. 
Other activists scoffed at Israeli 
reports of finding weapons on the 
boats. 

“Yes we had kitchen knives, 
because we were on there for 
some days,” said Sarah Colbome, 
of the Palestine Solidarity 
Campaign, after returning to 


London. 

She was on board the boat where 
the main fighting occurred. 

“We needed kitchen knives to eat 
— those are not weapons,” she 
said. 

Best-selling Swedish crime 
novelist Henning Mankell was on 
the bridge of the Swedish-Greek 
ship Sofia in the flotilla when the 
Israelis raided. 

“After the soldiers checked the 
boat, one came back and said 
‘we’ve found weapons,’ and 
then they showed my razor and 
box cutter,” he told reporters in 
Berlin. 

Another Swedish activist, 
Mattias Gardell accused Israel of 
provoking the activists. 

“The Israelis started shooting 
first,” Gardell said upon his 
return to Stockholm. “We had 


no weapons, the Israelis had 
weapons.” 

He said the activists could have 
used the weapons against the 
Israelis “but we chose to throw 
them in the water.” 

U.N. ambassadors from Islamic 
countries issued a statement 
after a meeting Thursday at 
U.N. headquarters in New 
York condemning “the illegal, 
brutal and provocative Israeli 
aggression.” 

The Organization of the Islamic 
Conference ambassadors urged 
U.N. Secretary-General Ban Ki- 
moon to order an independent 
investigation. And they repeated 
their demand for an immediate 
end to Israel’s blockade of Gaza, 
which they said “is tantamount 
to a war crime against the 
Palestinian people.” 


Head of large Congo human rights 
group found dead

KINSHASA, Congo (AP) — A leading 
Congolese human rights activist killed this week 
had suffered a pattern of intimidation because of 
his work, a senior U.N. official said Thursday, as 
a rights group questioned whether police were 
already staging a cover-up. 

The body of Floribert Chebeya Bahizire, head 
of Voix des Sans Voix, or Voice of the Voiceless, 
was found in his car Wednesday in a suburb of 
Congo’s capital. The rights group, one of the 
largest in Congo, said he appeared to have been 
strangled. 

“For more than 20 years, Chebeya Bahizire 
had survived many death threats, arrests, and 
ill treatment due to his work as a human rights 


defender. He believed in the cause of human 
rights and was not afraid to pursue it against all 
odds,” Navi Pillay, the U.N. high commissioner 
for human rights, said Thursday. 

U.N. Secretary-General Ban Ki-moon expressed 
shock at Chebeya’s death, saying “his reputation 
as a champion of human rights earned him the 
respect and admiration of his compatriots and 
of the international community,” U.N. deputy 
spokeswoman Marie Okabe said. 

The secretary-general noted that Congo’s 
interior minister on Thursday ordered the state 
security services to investigate Chebeya’s death 
and stressed that the investigation “should be 
thorough, transparent and independent, with full 
respect for due process and rule of law,” Okabe 
said at U.N. headquarters in New York. 
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Obama presents award te termer Beetle McCartney 



WASHINGTON (Reuters) - President Barack Obama presented Paul 
McCartney with a lifetime achievement award for his contributions 
to popular music on Wednesday night, and the former Beatle sang the 
song “Michelle” with first lady Michelle Obama looking on. 
McCartney, 67, was given the U.S. Library of Congress Gershwin 
Prize for Popular Song by Obama and listened to a concert of his 
music performed by other singers before singing some of his own 
songs. 

“I mean getting this prize would be good enough. But getting it from 
this president,” McCartney said, smiling. 

Obama called McCartney the most successful songwriter in history. 
Musicians including Stevie Wonder, the Jonas Brothers, Elvis Costello, 
Faith Hill, Corrine Bailey Rae and Herbie Hancock performed 
McCartney songs. 

Obama paused to remember people in U.S. Gulf Coast communities 
affected by the region’s massive oil spill. “Part of what gets us through 
tough times is music,” Obama said as he lauded McCartney’s lengthy 
career. 

McCartney told Obama, “You have billions of us who are rooting for 
you.” 

McCartney took to the stage singing “Eleanor Rigby,” “Got to Get 
You Into My Life” and other tunes, including “Michelle,” with the 
U.S. first lady listening nearby. 

McCartney became the third Gershwin prize recipient after Paul 
Simon and Stevie Wonder.

LOS ANGELES - Long 
before Russell Brand scores 
a single baggie of heroin 
or trashes a Las Vegas 
hotel suite as British singer 
Aldous Snow in “Get Him 
to the Greek,” there’s been 
a proud and loud tradition 
of movies about rock-star 
wretched excess. After a 
while they almost become 
parodies of themselves. But 
some of them know just the 
right way to turn it up to 11: 

• “Almost Famous” (2000) 
— Probably Cameron 
Crowe’s best film; certainly 
his funniest, sweetest and 
most moving. He won an 
Oscar for the screenplay, 
inspired by his own teenage 
years as a reporter for 
Rolling Stone. We see all 
the madness of a life on the 
road through the innocent 
eyes of Crowe’s on-screen 
stand-in, played by Patrick 
Fugit, who goes on tour 
with the up-and-coming 
band Stillwater. Just say 
the words “I am a golden 
god!” and everyone will 
know what you’re talking 
about. Crowe made it all 
look dangerous and cool but 
wistful at the same time. 

• “Pink Floyd The Wall” 

(1982) — Inspired in 

part by Roger Waters’ 


childhood, this nightmarish 
look at a rock star’s descent 
into isolation and madness 
is harrowing — especially 
if the viewer is under the 
influence of some mind- 
altering substance, as 
well. As the bumt-out lead 
singer Pink, Bob Geldof 
hides in a hotel room, 
boozes it up and delves into 
painful memories of his 
past. Frightening animated 
segments suggest his inner 
torment. But eventually 
he unleashes his pent-up 
rage and trashes the joint in 
spectacular fashion, to the 
shock of the hapless groupie 
who’s followed him there. 

• “The Rose” (1979) — 
Bette Midler tears it up 
as the title character, a 
self-aggrandizing, self¬ 
destructive rock star very 
clearly inspired by Janis 
Joplin. It’s all there: the 
booze and drugs, highs 
and lows, histrionics 
and reconciliations. All 
Rose wants to do is rest 
after a hard-driving life 
of recording and touring, 
but her ruthless manager 
(Alan Bates) won’t let her. 
Flashbacks reveal the road 
that’s led her to the verge 
of snapping. Midler had 
appeared in bit parts before 


this, but “The Rose” provided 
her first shot at a leading role 
and earned her an Academy 
Award nomination for best 
actress. 

• “This Is Spinal Tap” (1984) 
— For nearly as long as there 
have been rock-star movies, 
there have been parodies of 
rock-star movies. This is, of 
course, the mother of them 
all — the film that started the 
entire subgenre of Christopher 
Guest mockumentaries. 

With this faux verite look at 
Spinal Tap, the mediocre-at- 
best British band, director 


Rob Reiner just nails the 
absurdity of the rock-and- 
roll lifestyle: the makeup and 
tight pants, the big hair and 
a tiny Stonehenge. Guest, 
Michael McKean and Harry 
Shearer are all masters of 
deadpan improvisation. Too 
many classic lines to quote, 
but my favorite: “I’ve told 
them a hundred times: Put 
'Spinal Tap’ first and Tuppet 
Show’ last.” 

• “Walk Hard: The Dewey 
Cox Story” (2007) — This 
hilariously over-the-top (and 
underappreciated) spoof 
is pretty much one long 


example of wretched excess. 
John C. Reilly is a total hoot 
as Dewey Cox, whose early 
life and rise to fame bear 
more than a little resemblance 
to those of Johnny Cash. He 
tries to remain a wholesome 
Southern boy as his career 
takes off, but then one of 
his bandmates (a perfectly 
deadpan Tim Meadows) 
introduces him to one 
drug after another. Orgies, 
trashed bathrooms, adopted 
zoo animals and countless 
children by multiple wives 
ensue.

Mulally said he sees some drivers 
play with their devices and do 
dangerous things like texting 
while driving. The best thing 
Ford could do for the consumer 
is to manage the user interface, 
he said, so that drivers can keep 
“their hands on the wheel and 
their eyes on the road.” 

To do this, the company 
developed its “Sync” system 
in conjunction with Microsoft, 
plus the “MyFord Touch,” 
its touchscreen method for 
controlling automotive features, 
replacing the traditional console 
displays. 

While the system does some 
speech recognition now, Mulally 
said the company is waiting to 
do more until the technology 
improves: He doesn’t want 
technology that might give wrong 
results and confuse drivers. 

One difference in Ford’s approach 


compared with many of the other 
car makers was that it isn’t trying 
to provide all the solutions, but 
instead works with end users’ 
own phones and music players 
By having an open architecture 
and APIs, Sync can support more 
applications, such as Pandora. 
Ford needs to work with the 
developers, though, to make sure 
the applications didn’t interfere 
with the driving experience. 
Mulally mentioned that Ford 
isn’t that concerned about 
building a business model to sell 
services; instead, the company 
is laser-focused on building 
great vehicles. Car technology 
is changing, and Mulally is 
particularly bullish on electric 
cars. He believes that batteries 
are a challenge, as they need to 
get lighter while storing more 
energy, but the infrastructure is an 
even bigger issue. He mentioned 
the need for recharging stations 
in many more places (especially 
with a need to use 220V or more 
to make charging faster) and for 
a smart grid that would enable 
different pricing at different 
times. 

Mulally wouldn’t give a date 


when he thought most cars would 
be electric, but said he expected 
Ford will be a leader in getting 
there. 

He also spoke about other 
technology, such as back-up 
cameras, sensors that detect cars 
in other lanes, and that look 
for cross traffic when you are 
backing out of a parking space. 
Ford is focused in bringing this 
technology to a mass market. 
Regarding the bailouts of GM 
and Chrysler, Mulally testified 
in favor of them, because if 
those companies had gone into 
bankruptcy , they would have 
taken the supply chain with them 
and perhaps turned the recession 
into a depression. But he did 
say he envisioned that it would 
be a short-term fix, not that the 
government would own those 
businesses going forward. 

Finally, Mulally spoke about 
focusing on the Ford brand 
(divesting other brands Ford 
owned, phasing out Mercury, and 
re-emphasizing Lincoln), and 
noted that he was not only driving 
Ford cars but his competitors as 
well to benchmark against them.

METAIRIE, La. - One-half 
of the cut and cap is done. 
Now comes the hard part — 
putting a lid on the Gulf oil 
gusher. BP sliced off the main 
pipe on the leaking oil well 
with giant shears Thursday 
in the latest bid to curtail the 
worst oil spill in U.S. history, 
but the cut was jagged, and 


a looser fitting cap will be 
needed. 

The inverted funnel-like 
cap slightly wider than the 
severed pipe will be placed 
over the spewing oil. A 
rubber seal on the inside 
will attempt to keep oil from 
escaping, though engineers 
acknowledge some crude will 


still come out. 

“We’ll have to see when we get 
the containment cap on it just 
how effective it is,” said Coast 
Guard Adm. Thad Allen, the 
government’s point man for the 
disaster. 

BP PLC turned to the giant 
shears after a diamond-tipped 
saw became stuck in the pipe 
halfway through the job, yet 
another frustrating delay in the 
six-week-old spill. The cap 
could be set over the gusher as 
early as Thursday night. 

If the cap can be put on 
successfully, BP will siphon the 
oil and gas to a tanker on the 
surface. 

“It’s an important milestone, 
and in some sense, it’s just the 
beginning,” BP CEO Tony 
Hayward said. 

This latest attempt is risky 
because slicing away the 


section of the 20-inch-wide riser 
removed a kink in the pipe, and 
could temporarily increase the 
flow of oil by as much as 20 
percent. 

“I don’t think we’ll know until 
the containment cap is seated on 
there,” he said. “We’ll have to 
wait and see.” 

Crews will also use methanol 
to try to prevent icylike crystals 
from forming on the inside of 
the cap. At this depth a mile 
underwater, the near-freezing 
temperatures can cause a 
buildup up of hydrates, which 
foiled the company’s attempt to 
place a 100-ton, four-story dome 
over the leak about a month ago. 
The Deepwater Horizon rig, 
about 50 miles off the coast of 
Louisiana, exploded on April 20, 
killing 11 workers. An estimated 
500,000 to 1 million gallons of 
crude has been spewing into the 


Gulf daily, and the company has 
failed so far to plug the busted 
well. 

The damage to the environment 
was chilling on East Grand 
Terre Island along the Louisiana 
coast, where workers found 
birds coated in thick, black goo. 
Images shot by an Associated 
Press photographer show Brown 
pelicans drenched in thick oil, 
struggling and flailing in the 
surf 

Anywhere between 21 million 
and 46 million gallons of oil has 
spewed into the Gulf, according 
to government estimates. 

BP’s Hayward promised 
Thursday that the company 
would clean up every drop of oil 
and “restore the shoreline to its 
original state.” 

“BP will be here for a very long 
time. We realize this is just the 
beginning,” he said.

Australia’s Geoff Ogilvy 
dropped into a three-way tie 
for the lead at the Memorial 
on Thursday, giving up the 
outright lead by carelessly 
missing a par putt inside 3 
feet. 

The consolation for Ogilvy 
was a 7-under 65 for his 
best start of the year and a 
share of the lead Thursday 
with 21-year-old Rickie 
Fowler and Justin Rose. 
They were two shots ahead 
of a group that included 
Phil Mickelson, who can go 
to No. 1 in the world with a 
victory at Muirfield Village, 
as long as Tiger Woods isn’t 
among the top four. 


Defending champion Tiger 
Woods overcame two early 
bogeys with consecutive 
birdies around the turn and 
shot an even-par 72. For 
Woods, a four-time winner 
at the Memorial, it was the 
first time since 2004 that 
he failed to break par in the 
opening round. 

On greens that were fast 
and pure despite two rain 
delays, Ogilvy rolled in 
eight birdie putts to take 
the lead, only to a share of 
the lead when he stepped 
over a 30-inch par putt and 
watched it spin out of the 
cup on his 17th hole. 

“I putted very well,” Ogilvy 
said with a wry smile before 
adding, “except for one 
little blip.” 


Woods will be playing 
again Friday with the cut in 
question. He failed to make 
birdie on any of the par 5 s 
and beyond a few errant tee 
shots, he was off by some 
30 and 40 feet with wedges 
in his hand on several holes. 
“They’re perfect sand

PARIS (AP) — Francesca 
Schiavone will play Samantha 
Stosur in Saturday’s 
French Open final, the latest 
surprise in a week full of 
them at Roland Garros. 

The 17th-seeded Schiavone 
became the first Italian 
woman to reach a major 
final when opponent Elena 
Dementieva unexpectedly 
retired from their semifinal 
with a left calf injury after 
losing the first set 7-6 (3) on 
Thursday. 

No. 7 Stosur then became the 
first Australian woman in 30 
years to reach a Grand Slam 
final by drubbing former No. 
1 Jelena Jankovic 6-1, 6-2. 
Both Schiavone and Stosur 
are first-time Grand Slam 
finalists. 

“We’re both out here to enjoy 
it,” Stosur said. “We’re both 
going to be excited. It’s a 
great opportunity for both of 
us.” 


Stosur won with the same big 
serve and booming forehand 
that helped her upset four-time 
French Open champion Justine 
Henin and 12-time Grand Slam 
winner Serena Williams this 
week. 


The two semifinals lasted barely 
two hours between them, and the 
first match ended abruptly. After 
Dementieva lost the first set, she 
walked up to Schiavone, who 
was sitting in her changeover 
chair, and extended a hand in 


concession. 

“For the moment, I don’t 
understand what’s going on,” 
Schiavone said. 

The Italian then fell to her 
knees to kiss the court in a 
reprise of her quarterfinal 
celebration, and rose with a 
clay-caked grin. 

How did the clay taste? 

“It was good,” Schiavone 
said. “So good.” 

The 29-year-old Schiavone 
had never previously 
advanced beyond the 
quarterfinals in a Grand Slam. 
“I’ve already made history 
for my country,” she said. 
“In Italy, also, they are very 
happy, and is time to enjoy for 
us, for everybody.” 

While Italians celebrated, 
Dementieva sobbed before 
heading for the exit. It’s the 
first time in the Open era that 
a woman retired in a semifinal 
or final at Roland Garros.

Earthquakes salvage

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Armstrong climbs to third at luxembourg 


LUXEMBOURG, Luxembourg 
(AP) — Lance Armstrong 
couldn’t hide his satisfaction 
from lying third overall two days 
into the Tour of Luxembourg on 
Thursday. 

What made Armstrong more 
happy was his form than his 
placing. 

‘T can’t lie, there were some 
guys sitting up on the final little 
climb there, five kilometers from 
the finish and other guys riding 
off the front, attacking, and I 
made it across there relatively 
easily, which is a good sign,” the 
3 8-year-old Armstrong said. ‘Tfs 
been a very long time since I’ve 
been able to do that.” 
Armstrong’s RadioShack team 
worked hard to catch three 
breakaway riders about 15 
kilometers from the finish of 
the 180-kilometer ride from 
Luxembourg to Hesperange won 
by Giovanni Visconti of Italy. 
Armstrong was 50th, credited 
with the same time as Visconti. 
After the first stage and 
Wednesday’s prologue, 

Armstrong trails race leader 
Cyril Lemoine of France by one 
second. Armstrong’s teammate 
Gregory Rast of Switzerland was 
second with the same time as 
Lemoine. 

Armstrong, whose season has 


been hampered by illness and 
last month’s crash on the Tour 
of California, is using the Tour 
of Luxembourg as part of his 
preparations for the Tour de 
France. He will next race the 
Tour of Switzerland in order to 
make up for the racing days he 
missed this year. 

“The ambition is to be making 
progress, avoid problems, stay 
on the good way for the Tour,” 
Armstrong said. “This race is 
awfully technical in terms of 
the amount of turns, hundreds 
of turns and climbs and wind. 
The wind is hard to predict. If 
you’re not from here which of 
course we’re not, it’s sometimes 
confusing.” 

Armstrong crashed out of the 
Tour of California on May 20, 
hurting his elbow and sustaining 
a cut under his left eye. He still 
has some lingering effects but 
said he surprised himself with 
his strong performance in the 
short but demanding climbs on 
Thursday. 

“(I) just (want to) finish every 
race and avoid the accidents that 
I’ve had over the last two years. 
Just day by day,” Armstrong said. 
Armstrong, who broke his 
collarbone last year in his first 
comeback season, was forced to 
withdraw from Milan-San Remo 
in March, citing gastroenteritis. 


and pulled out from the Circuit 
de la Sarthe with a stomach 
illness. 

On Thursday, early breakaway 
riders Anthony Charteau, 
Johnny Hoogerland and Morten 
Knudsen built up a lead of six 
minutes before RadioShack 
started the chase 50 kilometers 
from the finish.

The Russian said she suffered 
a tear in her calf in the second 
round, and she nearly retired 
during a match last week. 

“It was very painful to even 
walk,” Dementieva said. “It 
was a bit too much. I couldn’t 
really move on the court.” 
The second match was even 
shorter than the first, lasting 
only an hour. Stosur became 
the first Australian woman 
to reach a Grand Slam final 
since Wendy Turnbull, 
the runner-up at the 1980 
Australian Open. 

“I can’t believe I’m here,” 
Stosur told the crowd after 
the match. “It wasn’t easy to 
get here. I’m very pleased.” 
She began the semifinal 
swinging with the same 
confidence she showed in 
her earlier upsets, and after 
falling behind 2-0 in the 
second set, she swept the final 
six games. Stosur hit seven 
aces, lost only six points on 
her first serve and doubled 
the overmatched Jankovic in 
winners, 18-9. 

“She’s a strong girl,” Jankovic 
said. “You can see by looking 
at her physically. She can hit 
pretty big, and she has one 
of the strongest serves in the 
women’s game.” 

Long regarded as a doubles 


specialist, Stosur cracked the 
top 10 for the first time last 
month. She’s now 6-19 against 
top-five opponents — and 2-0 
this week. Her 20-2 record this 
year on clay is the best on the 
women’s tour. 

The first semifinal was over 
in 69 minutes, and the ending 
came as a surprise. Schiavone 
said she was unaware of any 
injury, and Dementieva didn’t 
seek treatment from a trainer 
during the set. 

“I had seen the trainer for so 
many hours before the match,” 
Dementieva said. “I don’t think 
they could do something else 
that could really help me at that 
point.” 


She said she likely would have 
retired even if she had won the 
first set. 

“It is disappointing to get 
injured and not use this chance 
to get further,” she said. “But 
what can I do? I cannot change 
anything.” 

Seeded fifth, Dementieva was 
seeking her first Grand Slam 
title playing in her 46th major 
event. She said might be forced 
to skip Wimbledon this month. 
Schiavone rallied from a 2-0 
deficit to win the tiebreaker. 
Each player lost serve only 
once in the set, but Dementieva 
had twice as many errors, 24- 
12, and double-faulted four 
times.

DETROIT (AP) — A botched 
umpiring call with two outs in the 
ninth inning cost Detroit pitcher 
Armando Galarraga a perfect 
game Wednesday as the Tigers 
beat the Cleveland Indians 3-0. 

Detroit first baseman Miguel 
Cabrera fielded Jason Donald’s 
grounder and threw to Galarraga 
covering the bag. The ball was 
there in time, and all of Comerica 
Park was ready to celebrate one 
of baseball’s rarest feats, until 
umpire Jim Joyce emphatically 
signaled safe. 

Replays showed Donald was 
out, and the veteran umpire later 
tearfully apologized to Galarraga 
for robbing him of a perfect 
game. 

Cleveland starter Fausto 
Carmona (4-4) gave up nine hits. 

Rays 7, Blue Jays 3 
In Toronto, David Price became 
the American League’s first 
eight-game winner, guiding 
Tampa Bay to victory over 
Toronto. 

Price (8-2), who has won six of 
his past seven decisions, allowed 
no earned runs in eight innings, 

walking none. 

Carl Crawford hit a grand slam and the Rays 
rallied in the ninth inning again. On Tuesday 
they came from 5-3 down in the ninth to win 
7-6. 

Red Sox 6, Athletics 4 

In Boston, David Ortiz hit a two-run homer 
to help Boston rally for the second straight 
game, beating Oakland. 

One night after scoring nine straight runs to 
overcome a 4-0 deficit, the Red Sox spotted 
the A’s three runs in the top of the first and 
then scored the next six. Kevin Youkilis had 
a two-run single in the first inning, then Ortiz 
made it 4-3 in the fifth with a drive down the 
right-field line. 

Boston starter Daisuke Matsuzaka (4-2) 
walked none and struck out seven after a 
shaky start. He gave up back-to-back doubles 
to Daric Barton and Ryan Sweeney before 
Kurt Suzuki’s two-run homer in the first gave 
Oakland a 3-0 lead. 

A’s starter Ben Sheets (2-4) took the loss. 
Mariners 2, Twins 1,10 innings 
In Seattle, Ryan Langerhans scored from 
second base on an infield single by Ichiro 
Suzuki with two outs in the bottom of the 
10th as Seattle won its first extra-inning game 
of the season, edging Minnesota. 

Just hours after Ken Griffey Jr. announced 


his sudden retirement, another contender for 
greatest ever Mariner came through. 

On the 11th pitch of the at-bat against Twins 
reliever Jose Mijares, Suzuki hit a ground ball 
up the middle. Matt Tolbert made a diving 
stop and attempted to force out Josh Wilson 
at second base. But his flip to shortstop J.J. 
Hardy was late and Langerhans rounded third 
and scored easily. 

Rangers 9, White Sox 5 
In Chicago, Matt Treanor homered and drove 
in a career-high four runs as Texas defeated 
Chicago. 

Treanor capped a three-run first with a two- 
run double, and led off the third with a homer. 
He was also robbed in the sixth when White 
Sox right fielder Carlos Quentin raced back 
for a lunging catch on his sacrifice fly. 

The Rangers won despite losing Vladimir 
Guerrero to an eye injury during batting 
practice. The Rangers said the eight-time All- 
Star had “significant swelling,” but X-rays 
showed no structural damage. 

Even without its best hitter, Texas still 
managed to pound Gavin Floyd (2-6). 

Angels 7, Royals 2 

In Kansas City, Torii Hunter homered and 
drove in three runs to help Los Angeles down 
Kansas City. 

Hunter had a two-run single off Kyle Davies 


(4-4) in the first inning and added his eighth 
homer in the seventh. Bobby Abreu hit his 
500th career double and the Angels had 14 
hits to beat Kansas City for the 11th time in 
13 games over two seasons. 

L.A. starter Scott Kazmir (4-5) bounced 
back from a rocky previous start, helping the 
Angels stay close to the AL West lead after a 
ragged start to the season. 

Yankees 9, Orioles 1 

In New York, Nick Swisher and Curtis 
Granderson hit two-run doubles in the second 
inning as New York handed Baltimore its 
seventh straight loss. 

Robinson Cano hit a two-run homer in the 
seventh and ran his hitting streak to 16 games 
for New York, which had 14 hits. Catcher 
Jorge Posada returned to the lineup after 
sitting out since May 16 with a broken bone 
in his right foot. Fielding a nearly first-choice 
lineup for the first time in weeks, the Yankees 
pounced on Brad Beregesen (3-4) for six runs 
in 2 1-3 innings and beat Baltimore for the 
seventh straight time.

ORANJESTAD^Officials 
with the Valero Aruba 
Refinery announced today 
that maintenance would 
soon begin at the refinery 
with the aim of potentially 
restarting the refinery later 
this year, unless economic 
conditions deteriorate. Valero 
announced a 50 million dollar 
injection in the turnaround 
of its Aruba refinery, to 
get it ready for refining by 
September 1, 2010. This news 
was delivered personally by 
Valero executives Executive 
Vice President Kim Bowers, 
Regional Vice President 
Martin Parish, Executive 
Director of Media Relations 
Bill Day and Vice President/ 
General Manager of Valero 
Aruba, Raymond Buckley. 
The announcement came after 
a meeting with Prime Minister 
Mike Eman and Minister of 
Utilities Mike de Meza. 

The news was extremely well 
received by especially the 
Valero employees and also the 
thousands of contractors who 
were laid off last year, when 
Valero shut down operations 
due to economic and financial 
difficulties. 

The refinery was temporarily 
shut down for economic 
reasons in July 2009. Since 
that time, employees have 
remained on the payrolls 
while Valero has considered 
its strategic options for the 
refinery. Those considerations 
will continue, but economic 
conditions have improved 
to the point where restarting 
and operating the refinery is 
possible. 

Prime Minister Mike Eman 
and Minister de Meza 
worked tirelessly since 
before accepting the task of 
running the government of 
Aruba in 2009, to convince 
Valero not to close the 
refinery completely and not to 
terminate the work relations 
with its personnel, some 650 
people. The negotiations went 
on for months, and in early of 
2010 reached a Memorandum 
of Understanding, that the 
government will change the 
fiscal regime, settle all tax 


disputes with the condition 
that Valero would hold on 
to the personnel until June. 
The period would be used 
for Valero to look for a buyer 
or strategic partners in order 
participate successfully in the 
world commerce of refining, 
which has been under major 
pressure since 2008. The 
MoU was to be formalized 
in a Settlement Agreement 
that required Parliamentary 
approval. This took place 
last Saturday, after an 18- 
hour session. The approval 
means the government is 
legally entitled to settle the 
tax disputes between Valero 
and Aruba, with a one-time 
payment of 210 million 
florins to the public coffins. 
Moreover, it determines a new 
fiscal regime for the refinery, 
including a 7 percent profit 
tax margin at a minimum of 
10 million dollars per year 
if the refinery is operated by 
Valero, or 15 million dollar per 
year minimum if operated by 
another company. Moreover, 
the refinery will start paying 
property taxes at a value of 
1.2 million florins a year, 
something that never happened 
in the 90 year history of the 
refinery. 

Valero’s intention was to close 
down the refinery completely 
by December, after its 
shutdown in July of last year. 
The new Government said it 
was necessary to offer Valero 
the fiscal security it needs 
to reconsider its decision or 
even to make the refinery 
more attractive to sell to 
other operators. Other options 
are being discussed, that 
could lengthen the life of the 
operation here, under the cover 
of cooperation agreements 


between Valero and other 
companies, such as Pacific 
Rubiales from Colombia, 
Pemex or even PD VS A from 
Venezuela. 

The settlement agreement on 
its own was not a guarantee that 
the refinery would open, but 
it was a guarantee that Valero 
would have not fired all its 
personnel back in December. 
The company showed good 
will and held on to its staff, 
despite the fact the refinery 
was shut down for almost 
a year now. The settlement 
agreement moreover, opens 
up the perspective for 
continuance, something that 
would have not been the case 
without such. “Without the 
deal, Valero would have packed 
up a long time ago. Now the 
company has been assured of a 
fiscal stability, something that 
it struggled with during the 
previous government,” Eman 
said during the meeting. 

In fact. Prime Minister 
Eman and Minister de Meza 
showed in various documents 
that Valero has shown many 
overtures to Aruba since 2006 
to 2008, expressing willingness 
to forego the tax holiday that 
will end at the end of 2011, 
in return for fiscal stability. 
Valero was particularly 
concerned on the introduction 
of Value Added Tax, BBO, on 
export, as this has eroded the 
competitive position of the 
refinery in a world economy 
that was already showing signs 
of crisis. The government 
then stood strong, and the 
difference in opinion was 
taken to the arbitrary court in 
Holland. The decision was still 
pending, when Aruba’s legal 
advisor in the case expressed 


that a settlement could be a 
good solution as there is no 
guarantee whether Aruba 
will win or lose. For Eman it 
went much further than that. A 
dispute in court is not a good 
basis for negotiations and good 
will, he said. It would have 
been difficult to expect Valero 
to hold on to its personnel, if on 
the other hand, Aruba insists on 
what the previous government 
considered its ‘fair share,’ 
and obviously being disputed 
by Valero. The difference of 
79 million that Aruba is now 
foregoing from its original 
demand is considered a major 
achievement, “since we ran 
the risk of getting nothing.” 
Earlier this week, Johannes 
‘Boy’ Anthony, leader of the 
union representing refinery 
employees, lOWUA said he 
was happy the refinery had a 
chance with the approval of 
the settlement agreement. “My 
priority is for the refinery to 
remain open, for us and for 
the contractors. Many seem 
to forget about the thousand 
of contractors, fathers and 
mothers who were left without 
a job.” In fact, Anthony 
emphasized the restart of 
refining operation is in the 
benefit of everyone on the 
island. 

Valero executives did not 
elaborate on the negotiations 
taking place this moment with 
Pacific Rubiales, Ecopetrol, 


PEMEX and PDVSA. 
According to Ray Buckley, 
the company will make the 
necessary investment to ensure 
the refinery is operation able 
by September 1. And in order 
to do so, they will need the 
help of many of the contract 
workers who have been 
hoping and praying for this 
day to come. Valero warned 
though that this does not 
mean the company is out of 
troubled waters. The economic 
situation is still vulnerable. 
Prime Minister Eman reacted 
immediately saying that 
with positivism and Aruba’s 
backing, Valero will be able to 
overcome any difficulty. “We 
appreciate the efforts of Prime 
Minister Mike Eman and 
Finance Minister Mike de 
Meza toward negotiating the 
tax settlement agreement and 
its approval by Parliament,” 
said Kim Bowers, Valero’s 
Executive Vice President and 
General Counsel. “We also 
appreciate the patience and 
flexibility of our employees 
and the Aruban people during 
the shutdown period.” 

The refinery-wide 

maintenance, called a 
“turnaround,” will commence 
in the next few weeks and 
will involve projects to 
prepare all of the refinery’s 
production units for restart. 
The turnaround is expected to 
last approximately 90 days.

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Holloway suspect accused of $25OK extortion in Ala 


Holloway suspoct accusod of $250K oxtortlon In Ala

MONTGOMERY, Ala. - 
A Dutch man suspected in 
the 2005 disappearance of 
Natalee Holloway in Aruba 
was charged Thursday in 
Alabama with trying to 
extort $250,000 in return for 
disclosing the location of her 
body. 

A criminal complaint by the 
U.S. Attorney in federal court 
in Birmingham also accused 
van der Sloot in May 2010 
of promising to describe the 
circumstances of Holloway’s 
death in return for the 
money. According to a sworn 
statement, van der Sloot got 
a partial payment of $15,000 
wired to a Netherlands bank 
soon after. 

He has long been a suspect in 
Aruba in the disappearance 
of Holloway, an 18-year-old 
from Mountain Brook, Ala., 
who was on a graduation trip 
to Aruba with other seniors 
when she turned up missing as 
they flew home. Her mother 
still lives in Alabama. 

The name of the person paying 
the money was not given. A 
call to U.S. Attorney Joyce 
Vance was not immediately 
returned. She said at a news 
conference that her office 
would not be releasing any 
more details. 

Van der Sloot was arrested 
Thursday in Chile as a suspect 
in the death of a 21-year-old 
Stephany Flores of Peru. Her 
neck was broken Sunday, five 
years to the day after Holloway 
disappeared, and her body 
found by a maid Tuesday in a 
Lima hotel room registered to

van der Sloot. Police believe 
he met the University of Lima 
business student for the first 
time the previous night at a 
nearby casino. 

The two-count complaint in 
Alabama also charged van 
der Sloot with wire fraud 
stemming from the $15,000. 

A statement from Holloway’s 
mother, Beth Twitty said that 
she “extends her deepest 
sympathy to the family of 
Stephany Flores Ramirez 
and prays for swift and sure 
justice.” She said that she was 
grateful for the prayers and 
support she’s received. 

A message left for Van der 


Sloot’s attorney, Joe Tacopina 
of New York City, was not 
immediately returned. 

Aruban authorities didn’t 
prosecute van der Sloot in 
Holloway’s May 30, 2005, 
disappearance even after he 
was caught on video saying 
he had asked a friend to dump 
her body, because there was 
no evidence to support his 
taped version. 

He told investigators he left 
her on a beach, drunk. That’s 
the last anyone saw of her. Van 
der Sloot was twice arrested 
in her disappearance - and 
twice released for insufficient 
evidence.

Faro, Portugal - There’s a 
misguided race to ban the face- 
veil in Europe, and France is 
taking the lead. 

On May 19, the French cabinet 
approved legislation to ban 
women in France from wearing 
full Islamic face-coverings, the 
burqa, and niqab, in public areas. 
France, which contains Europe’s 
largest Muslim population, has 
been headed in this direction for 
a while. In 2004, the government 
banned students and staff from 
wearing veils in schools. At that 
time, the rationale was French 
secularism. This time, as French 
President Nicolas Sarkozy says, 
the rationale for the ban is that it 
saves women from “subservience 
and debasement.” 

But banning women from 
wearing a veil trespasses on their 
rights as much as the repressive 
restrictions that force them to 
wear a veil. 

Historical precedents show that 
many Muslim women who veil 
choose to do so. In 2003 when 
some German states began 
banning head scarves in the 
classrooms, the teachers opted 
to retire instead, stating that 
wearing a head covering was 
their personal preference. 

Turkey had a series of formal and 
informal bans, which culminated 
in the 1990s. But by 2008, thanks 
to backlash, the government 


was forced to introduce a 
constitutional right to wear the 
veil. Iran experimented with 
forced unveiling of women under 
Reza Shah Pahlavi in 1936. Then, 
following the White Revolution 
in 1963, Empress Farah Pahlavi, 
who did not veil, became a 
public symbol of Iranian female 
emancipation. The backlash 
against the Pahlavi attempts to 
liberate religious conservatives 
arguably led to the Islamic 
Revolution, in which many 
conservative women actively 
participated to overthrow the 
monarchy. 

Another assertion made by 
those in favor of banning female 
veiling is that the women who 
choose to veil after immigrating 
have not been exposed to Western 
society long enough to realize, 
as Eric Besson, France’s hard¬ 
line immigration minister put it, 
that “the burqa is unacceptable 
and contrary to the principles 
of national identity, of sexual 
equality, and of the French 
Republic.” This, however, 
assumes that the state has a 
right to interfere with personal 
autonomy, specifically religious 
clothing, when it perceives it’s 
for someone’s own good. 

But according to Article 18 of 
the UN’s Universal Declaration 
of Human Rights, “Everyone 
has the right to freedom of 


thought, conscience and religion 
... freedom, either alone or 
in community with others 
and in public or private, to 
manifest his religion or belief in 
teaching, practice, worship and 
observance.” 

The burqa and the niqab are part of 
an individual’s religious beliefs. 
It’s strikingly contradictory 
therefore that France, in order to 
liberate women from perceived 
Islamic oppression, has to violate 
their universal human rights. 

To be sure, given that France’s 
face-covering ban will only affect 
2,000 citizens out of 62.3 million, 
the imminent interdiction is more 
a symbolic issue than a practical 
matter. 

So why can’t the French tolerate 
the burqa or the niqab? 

The resistance to symbols of 
Islamic faith in public indicate 
an increasing acceptance in 
France of the once extremely 
conservative anti-immigration 
currents, introduced by Jean- 
Marie Le Pen and the National 
Front party, which proposed 
sending the 3 million Muslim 
immigrants back to their 
countries in 1995. 

Islamic dress has become more 
noticeable in France because 
increased immigration has 
changed the dynamic of urban 
life, transforming some urban 
areas into Muslim-only ghettos.

Time to Call Out Israel's Bad Behauior 


The Obama Administration’s equivocation over 
Israel’s outrageous deadly assault on humanitarian 
ships headed for Gaza ,while not surprising, is 
nevertheless unacceptable. Once again Israel’s bad 
behavior has dug a deep hole for itself, and we’re 
left debating whether or not to jump in with them. 
Responsible governments behave responsibly. In 
its dealings with Gaza over the past 43 years, Israel 
has been anything but responsible, and we need to 
clearly distance ourselves from their actions. 

For decades Israel occupied Gaza reducing its 
people to total dependency as day-laborers in Israel. 
No infrastructure was built (no sewage, no paved 
roads, no sanitation system, no modem power 
grid etc). During the Oslo years, Israel remained 
in control of Gaza, allowing no independent 
Palestinian commerce to develop with the outside 
world. When Israel evacuated Gaza, they did so 
unilaterally and yet retained total control over all 
access and egress, thus insuring that the strip’s 
economy would remain stunted — with more than 
65% of the population living below the poverty 
level and youth unemployment averaging 80% 
since the mid 1990’s. 

The on-going Israeli blockade of Gaza is illegal 
and immoral. Gaza is one of the poorest places on 
earth (I’ve been there and been overwhelmed by 
what I experienced). Israel blames the Palestinians 
for their own plight, but Israel is the occupying 
power that has de-developed and/or strangled Gaza 
for over four decades. What they are doing now, I 
believe, amounts to racially motivated collective 
punishment against an entire population. 


The punishment of Gaza is extreme. People there 
(including U.S. NGO’s) are unable to import basic 
materials needed to rebuild the thousands of homes 
that were destroyed in the January 2009 war. In 
addition there are severe shortages of potable water, 
power, fuel and medicines. Israel’s argument that 
“there is no crisis” owes to the fact that Gaza’s 
population are maintained at bare subsistence 
— which can only be acceptable if you view 
Palestinians as less deserving of consideration than 
other human beings. 

This naval assault was unnecessary, bmtal and 
heavy handed — a cmde and disproportionate use 
of power done to prove a point. What Israel will 
do now is display the same heavy handedness 
in their propaganda efforts: they will deny, they 
will intimidate opponents and they will portray 
themselves as victims (it helps that they are still 
holding the ships and many passengers — thus 
giving themselves time to craft an uncontested 
response). 

The US has too much at stake to play Israeli coat- 
holder or cheerleader in this fight. This week the 
White House was hoping to give a boost to Israeli- 
Palestinian peace talks — forget that for now. They 
were also hoping to build international support 
for sanctions against Iran — forget that, too. And 
the White House was looking to mark the year 
anniversary of Obama’s Cairo speech — failing to 
criticize Israel’s behavior on the high seas, will 
dampen those Cairo+1 celebrations. 

So what should the US do with Israel? If they are a 
friend and an ally we value, we tell them the truth.

Preven aumento de enfermedades 
por Agatha en Guatemala 


GUATEMALA (AP) - La Organizacion 
Panamericana de la Salud dijo que se 
espera un incremento de enfermedades 
respiratorias e intestinales eomo 
consecuencia de la humedad y la 
contaminacidn tras la tormenta tropical 
Agatha. “En dos o tres semanas podrian 
elevarse los casos de dengue, que el mes 
pasado tenia un incremento tres veces 
mayor que en (el mismo periodo de) 2009”, 
dijo la OPS el jueves en un comunicado de 
prensa. 

Indic6 que esperan que los dafios que la 
tormenta provoc6 a las cosechas tenga 
un impacto directo en los niveles de 
desnutricidn, ya de por si alarmantes en el 
pais. Hay unas 136.000 familias en riesgo 
de padecer hambre en el denominado 


“corredor seco”, donde la falta de Iluvias 
provoca estragos en las cosechas de 
subsistencia. 

Segiin la OPS, se preve tambien un 
aumento en las enfermedades del sistema 
digestivo debido a la escasez de agua 
potable y el hacinamiento provocado por 
la movilizacidn de decenas de miles de 
guatemaltecos a albergues temporales al 
quedar danadas o destruidas sus casas.

Uribe dijo el jueves que espera que con 
el fin de su mandato, Colombia pueda 
restablecer o normalizar las relaciones 
diplomaticas con sus vecinos.
